].ONiio.\-, Feb. L';!.— The piirliatncntary 
secretary Tor the foreign ollice, Mr. 
George N. Ourzon, read diepatchea in 
the honae of commons to-day from the 
British consul at Ganea, confirming the 
aitnouncera^nt that a cessation of hos- 
tilitied foru week has been arranged be- 
tween the ^[uasulmans and Christians 
at Zeliiioa, island of Crete, at tlie in- 
stance of thu iiritish, Italian and Kua- 
sian consuls. Mr. Cur/.on added that 
tlie consul had done bis beat to calhi the 
Christians, ' intimating that the so- 
lution of the Cretjin iiuestion 
depended on the great powers. This, 
it appears, made a great iiiipreasioii, 
but— tho dispatches of the coiitjul fur- 
ther stated-vit would not aiitlico to stive 
tho 2,000 Mussulmans at (Jundamous 
and the 1,000 at Spanisuo and iSelinus 
from certain death if a Greek war vessel 
appears tliern. 

Kroiu an interview whicli tho consul 
had with the iiiBHrgent chiefs it ia 
uatliered that the Christian outbreak at 
^■eiii;03 was duo entirely to the belief 
tliat Cliristiana had been luasgnered at 
Canea, and to the encouragement re- 
ceived from tho presence of Greek war- 
sliipa and toldiera. 

Both Cliristinns and Mussulmans de- 
clared that order would be restored if 
300 foreign troops were landed. Sir Jil- 
lis Aehinead-Bartlette, ' Conservative 
member for the Eccleshall division of 
Shefheld, aeked if the government v/ould 
send tlio 300 troops referred to. 

To this Mr. Curzon repliwl tliat lie 
could not scy wtietlrer the government 
would or would not do so. 



KING GEORGE TO illS PEOPLE. 

His Majesty Endorses the Decision of the 
Greek Nation— Latest From 
Cancn. 

- A.711E.NS, Feb. 23.— Over 40,000_ per- 
sons to-day participated in a demonstra- 
tion in University Square in favor of 
the union of Crete with Greece. The 
greatest enthusiasm .prevailed. An ad- 
dress was adopted declaring that thp 
the ICing and people were ready 
for any sacrilices of blood and 
treai-iiry in order to bring the 
present Cretan i)oHcy to a succe.iaful is- 
sue. The crowd then marched to the 
palace and a (Jeputation paid their ad- 
dresses to tlie Iving. Tremendous cheer- 
ing followed, llie Majesty Iving George, 
Crown Prince Con.-tantine, tlie Dake ul 
Sparta, and other mem bera of the royal 
family occtrpied places ou the balcony. 
The King addressed the crowd as fol- 
lows: 

'• You are executing the true mandate 
of the iiellenic peo])le. I thank you for 
this imposing display of your feelings. 
May Goil protect our beloved country 
and strenirtlieii our common efforts, 
l^ong live the Hellenic uatitui." 

Tlie address ut Xing George was fol- 
lowed by vociferous clieering. 

The tiueeti uf (.ircece recently sent a 
measagc to the Cz.ir, rt iinestiiig his su|)- 
]iorL fur the national caiiie ol Greece, 
and the Kiim also wired llieC/.ar, statint; 
that be would declare war on Turkey and 
himself lead tho army before he would 
yield to liuropeiin coercion. Princess 
Marie of Greece has teiegrapbed her 
liance, the Grand Duke George of Itus- 
da, that the action of tl;e powers against 
.irei-ce " waa infamous." 

" Tliu (.ircck government has," to 
|iiote the I.oiulon Tiniea correspondent 
nere, " decitlcil to senil a iiartof the fleet 
a cruice ahnig the Sporadca Islands, 
while anotlitT portion will proceed by 
.Vmbracia lo prevent the Turkish attack 
:)n th(i CM'cek frontier from Preveaa. 
I'roopa from ail jnirla of (ireece are litir- 
ryiiig to the 'I'lirkish frontier. The call 
lor naval volunteers has been more than 
amply answered. Tlie policy of Greece 
will he defensive by land, but agreasive 
bv sea. It has been decided to call out 
three more claahca of reserves, and it ia 
impossible for tho King of Greece to 
Iraw back. If he 'should do so, there 
would be m'ither crown nor gove.rnment 
within twenty-lour hours." 

The latest from Canea is to the effect 
that British toipedo boats have cap- 
tured and taken to that Dort the small 
steamer Lauritiin, which was carrying 
vicluala and tents for the insurgents. 
The forta lired two rounds of blank cart- 
ridges yesterday at the Greek gunboat 
I'eneiiB, and a Turkish frigate also dia- 
harged blank shots at tho Greeks. The 
Greek gunboat quickly replied to the 
blank ahote lired by the Turkish frigate 
and then withdrew. 

As to troop movements, a Turkish 
warship under British convoy is engaged 
in conveying 1,600 troops from Gandiato 
Canea, while a dispatch from Javini 
states that the Mussulman population 
are arming for a descents on the Greek 
frontier near Arti. Prince Nlohoias of 
Greece has arrived at Larissa, a town in 
Thesealy, on the Turkish frontier, 120 
miles from the Gulf of .Salonica. Seven 
hundred Greek soldiers, with artillery, 
have landed near Kiasoto. 



of their intention to attack his troops 
wiih four men-of-war anchored of I his 
canjpat Agbioi Thodori, should he at- 
tempt to advance to tiie island's interior. 
In Athens it ia asserted that the warn- 
ing of the foreign admirals referred only 
to an attack upon Canea. Col. Yassos 
will continue to occupy stateiric points 
in the interior of the island. The 'Nord 
Deutsche Zeitung asserts that tho Turk- 
ish cabinet last week decided to declare 
war against Greece, but the Sultan 
vetoed the resolution op accpunt of the 
tinancial condition. 

This evening desultory firing is going 
on between tiie insurgents stationed 
along the heights of Suda and the Turk- 
ish outposts. Tho Turkish man-of-war 
throw a few sliells in thedirectiou of the 
insurgents, but no damage waa done. 

To-day, in the coureo of the debate in 
the Reichstag on the foreign oflice esti- 
mates,, the minister of foreign allairs. 
Baron Marschall von Bicberatein, re- 
plying to a question on the situation in 
Crete, statetl that the German warship 
Kaiserin Augusta arrived off Canea yes- 
terday forenoon and landed 50 marines 
to take part in the joint foieign occupa- 
tion of that place, and went into action 
in the afternoon. 

Tlie ilaron then referred to the bom- 
bardment, but said he was coin pel led to 
refrain from making a detailed statement 
on the subject at present. He added 
that ho could only say what was in the 
line of the German policy clearly marked 
mil. namely, a resoliite intervention, in 
favor of tiie maintenance of peace, 
adding: "Germany lias no individual 
interests of any kind in the JOast, and \;'e 
can therefore more vigorously ttnd unre 
servedly devote ourselves to the great 
task of maintainging peace," 

Continuing, the Minister for Afl'aira 
said: "The' work of pacifying Crete ia 
undertaken by the powers because of the 
threatening action of Greece, whicli is 
contrary to international law. 

" Tlie reports which have been receiv- 
ed siiow that the laiuliiig of the Greek 
troojiB, instead of pacifying the island, 
has ii'il to a steadily growing anarchy. 
This circumstance constitutes in itself a 
grave danger to peace. 

" To avert this is the next task. This 
will include a definite settlement of af- 
fairs in Crete and the granting of just 
demands to tho Cliristiana, which can be 
done without encroaching upon the in- 
tegrity of the Turks." 

Baron von Bieberstein also referred to 
the pending negotiations between the 
powers, and remarked : "The Reichstag 
will be fully informed as soon as pos- 
sible. Meantime it will be well to re- 
member tbac Germany will be taking 
the best course in the cause of human- 
ity by -employing all her strength to 
avert a war which would spread inde- 
scribable misery over vast areas."

Irish Tourist Travel Has Not Sufiered By 
Reason of Police Interference. 

Lo.NDON, Fel). 23.— 'The chief secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Gerald Balfour, reply- 
ing to a tjuestion in the house of com- 
mons to-day put by Mr. Patrick O'Brien 
(Piirnellite member for Kilkenny 
city), admitted that the police 
of Queensland were in the hab- 
it ot inviting passengers from 
America to give their names and destin- 
ation on landing. Mr. Balfour added 
that the passengers cordially co-operated 
in this, and denied that the police other- 
wise meddled with the coueerns of pas- 
sengers. In bonduaion, Mr. Balfour 
aaid that noeomplainta had been made 
on the subject and that there had been 
no injury to the tourist traffic of Ireland. 

THE TUKK WILL SUBMIT. 

Rather Than Face the lasne of War, Will 
Accept the Union of Crete With Greece. 

Athens, Feb, 2-1. — TheGreek camp on 
the island of Crete has provisions enough 
to last several days. The vice-consuls at 

Ketimo have sent a courier to Canea, 
statini: that the prolonging of the pres- 
ent situation will have grave con- 
sequences. The Turks are anxious to 
have order restored, and declare that 
thev are willing to accept the 
union of Crete with (ireece. Thia state- 
ment lui» caused a sensation in Canea. 

Says I be correspondent to the London 
Times from Canea: The encouraging 
efTect of the bombardment on the 
Turks is already very visible. Both 
yesterday and to-day the Turkish- 
cannon were busily engaged in firing 
on the Greek outposts at Platania and 
the Christians at Akritiri. The fire of 
the Turks was not returned, through 
fear of incurring a repetition of tlte 
bombardme!it. The insurgents through 
the Greek commodore have addressed a 
formal protest against the bombard- 
ment to the foreign admirals, solemnly 
asserting that the Turka were the ag- 
gressors in Sunday's liring. 

The Christians are now at the mercy of 
Turks, since they do not dare reply to 
the fire lor fear of being bombarded." 

To-day's special dispatches indicate 
little change in the situation. The for- 
eign Etiuatirons are still practically 
blocking the island by preventing any 
communication with the camp of Coi. 
Vassos at Planania. All of the Cretan 
cliieflains ol the [irovinccaof Apokorona, 
Agio, Vaacila, and Sjiakia have sent pro- 
clamations to the foreign consuls de- 
claring their deterinimiLion to unite 
with Greece. The ICing of Greece has 
jniblished a message enjoining the peo- 
ple of his country to remain calm and 
dignified and repose confidence, in the 
government. This messago became 
necessary on account of the growing ex- 
citement since tho bombardment. 
■ The Sultan has no idea of carrying on 
an aRgreesive war. On the contrary, it 
ia evident that some scheme of Greek 
autonomy on the Samoan island plan ia 
under consideration. Probably the 
powers will accept this, hut-it is prema- 
ture to say that the Sultan has given his 
formal sanction. Much w ill depend on 
the attitude of Greece, but it is believed 
the powers have agreed not to permit 
Greece to annex Crete.

einploved ; and an output of over $8,000,- > 
000. The industry stood fourth in 'the

In attempting to avoid .a strong ebb 
' iiJc, the fo'rce of which all navigators 
realize in rounding Trial island, and to 
flit Bliort a circuitous passage, the tug 
Vancouver caiuo to grief on a reef olT 
JIary Todd island yesterday morning 
and for the remainder of the day lay 
with her nose high out of water, defying 
all efforts to float her. She leit here in 
command of Captain Marchant and was 
bound for coal cargo, for which a scow 
trailed behind. When ofT Oak Bay Cap- 
tain Marciiant believed he could 
siain time by coming closer in shore 
and taking advantage of a current whicb 
iloweil allui'iiigly through the passage in 
wliich the steamer was entrapped. Once 
fast the steamer refused to move and 
the tug t.'tiieftain was sent to her assist- 
ance during the aflernoun. The latter, 
however, was obliged to return witliout 
accomplishing any good, as being of too 
deep drauiiht she w.ia unable to ap- 
proach near enough to the Vancouver to 
render aid. Later in the afternoon the 
Cionatance was got ready for the mission 
and will, if the neeessify demands, be 
on band again .tiiis morning with 
wrecking apparattast It is probable 
though, that the vessel will be nowhere 
in the locality this morning, as a tele- 
phone message from the Mount Baker 
hotel last night stated the vessel's lights 
were lost to view. This may mean — as 
the agents, Messrs. Spratt A Macaulay, 
predict possible — that the steamer bail 
freed herself and proceeded on her way. 
Opposed to thia conclusion another re- 
port from the stranded vessel earlier in 
the evening stated that slie was lilliiig as 
the tide rose. Ttie Vancouver ^is a vet- 
eran tug, of probably 30 tons register, 
and cost fully .'(;5,000 to build. She be- 
longs to Malcolm it Windsor, an English 
company, and is understood to be pretty 
well covered by insumnce. . 

SAII.OnS ARE SEN'TKN'CED. 

One week's imprisonment was given 
each of tlie eleven sailors belongiiii; to 
the bark Lyderhorn by Magistrate i\Iac- 
rao yesterdaj', for refusing duty aboard 
ship. Thomas Newman, of the Marin- 
ers Home, Port Townsend, in whose in- 
stitution the men had boarded for a time 
hflfore joining the Lyderhorn, and 
against whom their grievances were 
principally lodged, gave evidence ' before 
the prisoners were convicted, shonring 
that be had made a fair and "square" 
suUleraent with the men previous to their 
shipping, thus breaking down the basis 
of their complaints. The ],yderhorn ia 
now about ready for sea, liavingbeen 
supplied by the Albion Iron Works with 
a new capstan, the breaking of whicfi 
caused her to enter Esquimalt. In the 
event of an early departure the disobe- 
dient crew's term of incarceration will 
be cut short, as such provision has been 
made in their sentence.

It is reported that W. A. Slater's 
'steam yacht I''leanor ia to bo offered for 
sale in New York, The I^leanor was in 
this harbor two years ago with lier owner 
and his family, who were on their way 
home after a voyage around the world 
in their floating palace. She is a vessel 
of l.loO tons and was uuilt at Bath, Me., 
in 1894, and cost her owner .tu'iO.OOO. 
Mr. Slater took special pride in the fact 
tl;at she was entirelj' an American pro- 
duction,' tvio anchors and a compass be- 
ing the only parte of her frame. or com- 
plement imported. Her owner's failing 
health ia the reason given for selling the 
yacht. Mr. Slater ia at present seriously 
ill at one of the spas in Germany.

NICARAGUA'S QTTAETEELY TUR- 

President Zelaya's Giovemment Threatened 
With Overihrpw by ttetj^eople. 

New Yokk, Feb.'■23'^— T?he following 
important advices were received by mail 
to-day at the offices of the Associated 
Press, from Manqua, Nicaragua, the 
matter having been refused transmiBaion 
by cable: 

" The people have unsuccessfully at- 
tacked the government soldiers at San 
Juan del Sur ami San Carlos in eH'orta to 
got rillea and ammunition, and severnji 
persons have been impriaoned at Man- 
gua, suspeated of conspiring against Ze- 
laya's government. There is much ex- 
citement in government circles and the 
pdlice are actively searching private 
bouses for rifles,etc. Ex-Preaident Gard- 
enas and others have been imprisoned at 
Mangua suspected of encouraging people, 
in conspiracy against the present gov- 
ernment. Thp avenues to the city are 
guarded, and the people are > deeply im- 
pressed and excited. ' The government 
apprehends a revohition." 

Those mail advices were dated 
Februiiry and 10, and it was 
on ]'"el)ruary i) these dispatches are 
said to have been refused transmission. 
These advices further say that the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua was sending mili- 
tary police and artillery on tlie national 
railroad trahis to San .luan del Sur, in 
order to protect the military quarters 
there, addini; : 

" j\Iucli excitement existed last Jlon- 
day night (['"ebruary 8), and continues 
this morning. There are fears of a large 
uprising of the people against President 
/elaya."

Mosonv, Feb. 23.— Dr. William Stein- 
itz, the famous chess master, long cham- 
pion of the -ft-orld, was reported to have 
died here this morning, but rallied and 
is still breathing, though very near to 
dissolution. He has for some time past 
been sudering from an acute mental dis- 
order, au<l it is in the Morissoff private 
hospital that he is breathing his last.

Dr. Steinitz has lonp been a cen- 
tral and commandiDS figure in the 
chess world, and has held the unbound- 
ed respect and esteem of his contempor- 
aries. Hia eventful career.haa been thus 
reviewed for the Colonist by Mr. 
Ttiomas Piper, nowchampiun ott'anada: 
" W'ilhelm .Steinilz was born in the 
city of Prague, Bphemia, in ly.'lll. He 
learned the moves of the game in his 
native place, and when (juite a bo3' was 
acknowledged the beat jilayer in the city. 
At school he advanced rapidly and dis- 
tinguished himself in mathematics 
especially. Later on he removed to'^'i- 
enna and was enrolled as a student in 
the Polytechnic institute of that city. 
His studies at Vienna had nor. intur- 
rujjted ids i)ursuit of chess, and having 
become a member of tfie Vienna Chess 
Club, then one of the strongest on the 
continent, he at once began^ to eatablieh 
a local reputation. 

"In 1869 he won third prize in the 
Vienna tournament, and in l.SOl he car- 
ried off the first prize, having only lost 
one game out of 34 played. In the year 
Steinitz, being then 2(i years of age, 
marked the starting point of lijs career 
as a great chess i)layer. Up to ilien he 
was a great Viennese player; from that 
date he became a great lOuropeat: player 
and took hia place with tlie master 
jdayera of the world. 

'' In 18<i0 Steinilz won liis lirst really 
great match— that with Herr Anderssen, 
at that tiilie regarded as champion of 
the world. The I'russinti made a gallant 
fight, but Steinitz won by S games to (i. 
Austrian newspapers referred to the 
match aa Sadowa avenged, and very 
jiroud indeed were the Viennese ol the 
victory of their champion. 

"Morphv And Staunton alone, of all 
the great players of hia time he never 
met; all tne rest he defeated either in a 
match or tournament play. It has been 
said that .Morphy revolutionized chess 
and that Steiniiz reipodelled it. Morphy 
brought life and dash and beauty to the 
giihe at a time when an age of dullness 
fccemetl about to set in — and he did this 
at a stroke. .Steinitz gave it order and 
method and directness at a time wlien 
these seemed to be lost in the search for 
brilliancy. 

"Morphy i6sue<l imperial edicts; 
Steiniiz laboriously efinstrncted acts of 
parliament and carefully built them uji 
clause by clause. Morphy stood like a 
wizard and with one w.^ve of his wand 

firoduced magical effects, one knows not 
low and hardly stops to en(iuire;' 
.Steinitz is the scientist in hia laboratory 
and he shows us how he works and how 
he exoeriments. 

•' Hut iSteinitz was not only a K''<-'at 
player, he was a great writer on the 
g:ime. AVheii he assumeil the editorial 
pen and took charge of theeliess column 
of the l*'ielcl, a neiv era in chess annota- 
tion commenced. The care, the pains- 
taking industry, the analytical skid were 
siniply astounding. iV'othiiig like it had 
been seen before. Ilia labors in the 
field of analytical skill have been un- 
ceasing and will reinain a monument to 
his skill and industry. With, peculiar 
appropriatness did hia brother profes- 
sors dub him the Bohemian Cu^aar. 

"Amidst all hie labors at the desk and 
over the board, it must not be thought 
that Steinitz was a robust man. This is 
far from being the case, for ho baa hecin 
pnrnewliat ailing from his youth U|). In 
lSi)7 he had an altaid; of annslroke, 
which greatly impaired hismeminy, and 
to some extent injured his coiiHiirutioii. 

" fiteinit/, hatl the true artist's love 
for hia art, and a faith in its elevating 
nature which reminds us of the beauti- 
ful religions faith of mediaeval peoples 
which inspirbd them to build .stately 
temples and reverend liierarchys. For 
twenty-eight years the chess crown rest- 
ed easily vii his ample bi'OW, until 
wrested from liim by Jsinanuel Laaker 
in 1894, with a score of ten games to 
five. Tbereaalfciof the return match, 
the defeat of the old lion by ten games 
to two, disappointed his friends, whilst 
Ills suiiden mental and physical collapse 
caused profound grief to thousands of 
devotees to the noble game of which he 
was BO capable a teacher and exponent."

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OUIi CLAIMS ON THE DOMINION. 

An article appeared in tlie Ottawa 
Citizen of the lOthi inst., whlcli ciilis for 
notice. It refers to tlie visit of Senator 
iMclnnea and his agaociates to ask for ilie 
conBtruction of a railway from the Coast 
to Kooteuay, and says that tiiey "repro- 
eent a movement which threatens dan- 
ger." It ihen tells ua that the govern- 
ment is committed to the construction 
of the Crow's Nest Pass railroad,' which 
will cost if8,0u0,000 and "is to be built 
so that the Xorthwest territory may se- 
cure the supply of the trade of the twenty 
thousand miners and others in the south- 
east part of British Columbia," and it 
seems astonished that any one should 
ask a railway " to enable British Colum- 
bia to participate in the sup'plyingof the 
Kootenay mining region." Th^ it 
tells us that Mr. Foster four years ago, 
when prime minister, " informed parlia- 
me.:t that the period of larpe subsidies to 
railways had about closed," and winds 
up Its jeremiad by askine " Where tlo 
these British Columbia gentlemen ima- 
gine the money is to come from?" This 
sort of an article from a paper which was 
eloBely identified with Sir John Macdon- 
alfi's policy of Canadian development 
discloses a reactionary tendency, that is, 
to aay the least, a surprise. It will be 
noted that the Ottawa paper very frank- 
ly admits that the Crow's Nest Pass 
Eailway is primarily, so far as trade 
matters are concerned, a work for the 
advantage of the Northwest Territories 
and Ontario, but this is as far as it goes. 
It is guilty of the phenomenal absurdity 
of supposing that any one will ask the 
Dominion government or that any gov- 
ernment would ask parliament to spend 
$9,000,000 to construct a railway for the 
sake of serving 20,000 people, who 
have already the Canadian Paci- 
fic on the north and the Ameri- 
can raihv.ays to the south, with 
a very excellent system of water com- 
munication between the different parts 
of the mining districts. If this were all 
there is to Southeast British Columbia 
every voice in this Province would bo 
raised against tlie expenditure of 
000,000 on the Crow's Nest Pass or any 
other railway, and no man would have 
the hardihood to petition for aid for a 
road from the Coast to Kootenay. In 
the first place the " twenty thousand 
miners and others " is a gross under- 
estimate of the people whose trade the 
proposed road will secure to the Xorth- 
west'and Ontario. In the two towns of 
itossland and Trail there are hall that 
znany people already, and this ia only 
one corner of Kootenay. Before the 
Crow's Neat Pas's road can be built there 
will be more than 20,000 people in Ross- 
land alone, and he would be a rash man 
who would attempt to limit the number 
of other progressive mining camps and 
towns which by that time will count 
their poimlation by thousands. The 
trade \^hich the proposed road is in- 
tended to divert from American to 
Canadian sources of supply is not simply 
that of 20,000 people, but that of a com- 
munity which by the time the road is 
ready to do business is likely to contain, 
at the present rate of progress, more 
than 100,000 people. 

But this is not the sole reason 
why the road ought to be built. 
A railway through the country from 
I^ethbridge to, say, Grand Forks will 
open a mineralized country of remark- 
able promise, besides giving the smel- 
ters, now and to bo erected in Kootenay, 
access to the coal lands, which is essen- 
tial to their comjjlete success. This 
branch of the subject has been gone over 
time and again and the only surprise is 
that the Citizen has seen lit to ignore 
all that has been said about it. 

The considerations above mentioned 
place tlio request of the B.-itifili Colum- 
l)in delegation in a very dill'erent light 
from that in which the Ottawa paper 
regards it. We think that this is already 
very well imderatooji by the ministers 
aijiiit is.hardly necessary to add any- 
thing farther in regard to it. Yet it 
may be well to say for information of 
our contemporary and .all otherc who 
take a similar view that a railway from 
the eastern border of British Columbia 
to the Coast along the general route 
favored by the delegation referred to, 
would open up a district of very great 
value from a mining standpoint and of 
much importance agriculturally. Wo 
are not now advocating the construction 
of such a line by the Dominion govern- 
ment, but are Binii)ly ])rotesting against 
a miarepresentatioa of. the merits cf 
Buch a project. ' ' ,^ 

What Mr. Foster may have said or 
•in$ty not have aaid four years 



ago hardly cuts very much oE 
a figure now. He himself would 
b3 the first to repudiate the pre- 
tense that the course of the government, 
iu view of the great mining development 
which th'ia Province haa seen since he 
made the declaration referred to, should 
be governed by what appeared at that 
time politic. Mr. Foster has shown his 
faith in Kootenay in a practical way, 
and we do not believe that he will be 
found protesting in parliament against 
any well-considered plan for the open- 
iDg of the country by railways. 

" Where do these gentlemen from 
British Columbia think the money ia 
coming from'.'" We will answer the 
question for the gentlemen ironi British 
Columbia. Tiuy do not expect it to 
come out of the pockets of the people of 
Ontario, or of Quebec, or of the Mari- 
time Provincea, or of the Northwest. 
Let the Government of Canada promise 
the aid necessary to open British Colum- 
bia by railways, and. this Province will 
repay the money into the treasury al- 
most as rapidly as it ia advanced. We 
are now paying to the federal revenue 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually more than we are receiving. 
Open the Province with railways. Give 
capitalists a chance to get at our mines 
of precious metals ; settlers a chance to 
occujjy our fertile valleys and cattle- 
raisers to utilize our splendid pasture 
lands, and the excess of our contribu- 
tions will bo counted by milliona an- 
nually. The Citizen aeems to have out- 
lived the "splendid audacity" of the 
great leader of its party, who, if he were 
alive to-day, would be the first to recog- 
nize the glorious poaaibilitiea of the Pa- 
cific Province. 



powers in regard to licenses and brings 
the cities under the operation of the 
general municipal acts. 

Provision is also made for the incor- 
poration of other new towns and cities 
which may come into prominence dur- 
ing the present year. The Act ia not a 
very long one, but it appears to coverall 
the necessary points. It will probably 
be passed exiiediliously and be brought 
into operation at once, aa the several 
towns named in it are very desirous of 
acting on its provisions at the earlicat 
possible day. 



CO-OPERATIVE BANKS. 

Hon. Mr. Turner will, we hope, find 
aome opportunity of ^further explaining 
the operation of farmers' banka so that 
what he saya may be fully reported and 
sent broadcast over the Province. This 
is a good deal toaek of ao busy a man as 
the premier, but his business faculty of 
getting at the pith of a matter and his 
concise way of exijresaing himself ren- 
der it very desirable that be should do 
so. His remarks yeaterday were listened 
to with the closest attention, and the 
house shared with him in the regret 
that the pressure of other matters i)re- 
vented liiui from going more deej)ly into 
the subject. Mr. Turner is admirably 
equipped to deal with a matter of this 
nature, and his explanation of the work- 
ing of these inatitutiona in Europe will 
do more than any other single agency to 
direct attention to the provision in the 
Farmers' Institute bill for the formation 
of co-operative banks. 

The renuirkablo resulis which have 
attended similar institutions in Europe 
fni ni.-ihes ground for hope that they may 
be equally Bucceasful here, although, aa 
the Premier pointed out, the smaller 
population of thia Province may militate 
against them in some measiue. Mr. 
Turner referred to one objection that 
had been made to co-operative hanking 
in this country — namely, that the stand- 
ard of business morality is lower here 
than in Europe, but aaid that he did not 
believe the point waa well taken. 
A more serious difficulty will be found, 
in the comparatively uneettled charac- 
ter of the population. In Kiiroi)e the 
people of a community belong to it in a 
seuMtJ that we cannot realize in thia Wes- 
tern country, wherrf people are gathered 
together from all the ends of the earth 
and are here to-day and away to-mor- 
row, and are not tied to the land, ao to 
speak. But even this can be overcome, 
although its existence will necessitate 
very much greater care and a closi-r sup- 
ervision of these co-operative banka than 
may be necessary in l'"urope. 

INCORPORATION OF NEW CITIES. 

A bill was introduced by the Attorney - 
General yesterday to provide for the in- 

cor|)oration of Xelsou, KoHsland and 
Grand Forks. Xelson is to include 
hot (iroup 1 in the Kootenay di.striet 
containing '.'~rl acres. Uossland is to in- 
clude Sections .'il and ■'!■') and the north 
half of Sections 2(> and 27 in Towrtship 
IKa in Kootenay containing 1,020 acres. 
Grand Forks ia to contain 1,057 acres, 
and is described at length by metea and 
bounds. 

The iiiialilication for Mayor is the 
ownership for three nnHilh.s jireviDua to 
election of $1,000 worth o[ real estate in 
the city over and above encumbrance, 
or of a lease for at leaat a year of real 
property within the city worth ,i;2,000, 
and the other qualifications re(|uired for 
votera. The qualifications of Aldermen 
are the same, except that the value of 
the realty or leasehold may bo •*r)00 or 
.•fl.OOO respectively. I'ntil the city is 
divided into Wards the Mayor and Abler 
men shall be elected at large. Male 
British subjects, who are 21 years of age, 
have resided in the city three months 
previous to the election and are regis- 
tered, may vote at the election. The 
cities are authorized to borrow money in 
18i)7 for works of iniinediate necessity, 
the amount in the case of Koasland be- 
ing fixed at $60,000, those in the case of 
the other cities being left blank for the 
present. 

, No municipal taxes ahall be levied on 
niineo. mining plants or the land covered 
by a mineral claim, but where the sur- 
face right on a mineral claim passes from 
the crown in foe simple it may be faxed 
aa other real estate, except when actually 
used for mining purposes. The Act also 
authorizes taxes to be levied in 1807 as 
for a full year, confers the necessary

FAEMEKS AND FINAUCE. ' 

Alliance Delegates Here to Talk for Cheap 
Money— Government Railroads 
Favored. 

The following are the delegates ap- 
pointed by the Farmers' Alliance of 
British Columbia to place before the 
government the views of that body, and 
now in Victoria for that purpose: H. T. 
Thrift, president, Hnzlemere, Surrey 
\V. 11. 1 lay ward, vice-iiresident, Met- 
chosin; R. McBride, secretary, Rich- 
mond; A. S, Vedder, Chilliwack: Capt. 
Thomi)son, Miaaion ; D. Rowan, Rich- 
mond; J. Ridley, Langley; S. R. Jones, 
N'ictoria ; 1<;. llutcherson, Delta; Frank 
Kirklaiid, \\'( stham Island; and R, G. 
Clarke, Dewdney. 

The objects of the society may be 
summed up in the following resolution 
wtiich was passed at its inaugural meet- 
ing: 

" That this convention of representa- 
tive farmers from the several districts of 
the province, resdlves that it is neces- 
sary in the iiitereot oi the province at 
largo, that this iiuestion of financial 
assistance should be taken up by the 
government and legislature at tbeearlicst 
possible date, either in the form of a 
loan to the farmers direct, advanced 
upon the security of their holdings, or if 
it can be done by the province issuing 
legal tentler, provincial paper money, or 
else by passing legislation, whereby 
our farmers may be enabled or organize 
themselves into co-operative settlers' 
unions or associations, and issue terrain- 
able mortgage certificates or debentures 
upon the united security of the union or 
asaociatiop, and of the lands held by 
them, under government saperviston, 
and upon which mortgage certificates or 
debentures the government may be auth- 
orized to guarantee the interest to the 
extent of 4 per cent, thus enabling the 
farmers to help themselves in the mat- 
ter. 

"And that copies of this resolution be 
presented to the go^^rnment by a dele- 
gation of farmers appointed by this con- 
vention ; also to the local members of 
the Provincial and Dominion legisla- 
tures." 

The deleiiation ia also to place before 
the government this resolution, passed 
by the society : 

"That the delegation befurther charg- 
ed to urge on the Government that no 
charter shall be granted to any private 
person or persons for the purpose of con- 
structing a railroad, but that all rail- 
roads be un^er government sunervision 
and run for the public welfare." 

The delegation fis a fairly representa- 
tive one, and what is asked for t)y them 
has, they say, been found to work bene- 
ficially in other countries. The society 
suggests that as the government can ob- 
tain money at 3 per cent., that allowing 
1 per cent, for the collection of interest, • 
should give a handsome profit to the 
finances of the province. 

The mortgage tax ia another burden 
which the farmers would like removed, 
and a more equitable rating in compari- 
son with merchants assessments.

The supposition that " heart disease " 
was the correct explanation of ISngineer 
McArthur's death on .lohnson street last 
Saturday night was emphatically con- 
tradictetl by the testimony of Dr. Eraser 
at the coroner's inquiry yesterday, and 
now the police are engaged in putting 
together the details of a very serious case 
based upon the untimely demise of the 
lale old ateamboater. 

The City Health OtHcer was the first 
witnessed examined by Coroner Cromp- 
ton vesterdav after the formal testimony 
IS to the linding of the body had been re- 
corded, He briefly explained the process 
of the post mortem and stated that ho had 
found several bruises and abrasiens on 
the surface of tho body, which was that 
of a well-nourished man. Tliey were 
one small bruise on the right knee, a 
bruise close to the left armpit, a discol- 
oration of the left eyelid (which might 
have been caused bf a blow With the 
fist), and a large bruise'oa the left side 
of the neck, just below tho eaj*. This 
might have been caused by a fall on 
some projection, or by a blow from some 
dull instrument, 'fhe organs of the 
thorax were healthy and well nour- 
ished witli the exception of the heart, 
which showed a tendency to fatty degen- 
eration. The organs of the abdomen 
were in a good state except the liver and 
kidnevs, which were slightly all'ected. 
In the stomach was found llie reinaina 
of a partially digested meal and about 
three ounces of alcohol. 

On opening the head a quantity of 
clotted blood was found at the base of 
the brain and also at the left side. The 
congestion continued some distance 
down the spinal chord. He could not 
see anything that woal4 cause deatb 
but the blow on the neck which would 
jartly account for tho blood 'bn the 
jrain. This might be caused by the 
rupture of a blood-vessel. In conclusion 
Dr. Eraser said : 

I am of the opinion that death en- 
sued from hemorrhage on tho brain, and 
that probably the hemorrhage resulted 
rom the blow behind the ear." 

On further witnesses being called it 
transpired that McArtluir had been 
Irinking heavily of late, and that lie had 
bsen forcibly ejected from the Clarence 
hotel on Saturday evening about 30 
o'clock by the proprietor, Mr. ilcDonald. 

The decease'd in company with a 
riend bad arfived at the Clarence about 
) ::;o p.m. and had a couple of drinks. 
I'revious to this they had been at a 
;rocory ind saloon on Store street for 
lours,' where they also had several 
drinks. 

At about 10 o'clock IMi^Artbur, who 
had been very noisy and troublesome 
tried to join a party of young men wlio 
were jilaying cards in a side room. Mc- 
Donald took him out of the room at the 
request of one of the number. Shortly 
afterwards, while a number of ])eople 
were in the bar, a noise was heard pro- 
ceeding from the card room "as though 
a scullle was going on," some of the wit- 
nesses said, "or chairs were being 
thrown around." 

Mr. McDonald, on being asked what 
it was, said. " McArthur up to hia tricks 
again :" and w ent into the room, pre- 
sently coming out with deceased, whom 
be pniceeiled to put out of the house. 

One witness followed the men out and 
found Mc.Vrl bur lying on the sidewalk, 
unable to rise. He was helped up and 
r?-eiitere<l the hotel. There ho wanted to 
light, but was pacified tiy friends and 
remained until some ten niinulea to 
eleven o'clock, when be shook bands 
with tiie i)roprietor and hia friends and 
started for buiiie. 

Home he never reacheil, liis body lic- 
ing found some ten ininnteH later on 
.lobiiHOii street, the pulse slightly beat- 
ing but breath imperceptible. What oc- 
curred in the card room is what is puz- 
zling the coroner's jury. 

One witness states that when deceased 
waa told he could not join the party, he 
laiii hia band on the slioulder of ayoung 
player as though in anger, and on the 
latter rising .McArthur took a step back- 
ward and trii)ped over a ebair, tailing to 
the floor. The fall did not appear to 
hurt him. Another witness, eittirig at 
the same table, denied that deceasetl fell 
t ) tb.e lloor, though a former witness had 
described hia exact i)osition, " with one 
leg under a chair, tangled up." 

The witnesses as to this part of the 
story seem to be suffering from a lapse 
of memory or a weakness of vision. Mr. 
Hansen, who accompanied deceased to 
the Clarence, testlflea that there was 
mark on his face on entering. The in- 
ference is that he ^ received Hie blow on 
the eye, -and pos^bly tho blow which 
caused his death, in that place, a 
other witness swears to seeing the out or 
abrasion over the man's eye at 10 
o'clock, in the saloon, and to havin 
heard liim.ask another person, " Is niy 
eye cut'.'" 

In view of tho, unsatisfactory evidence 
the coroner suirgeated an adjournment 
until Thursday morning next at, H) 
o'clock,, to give the police time to pro- 
cure other . ^yitne88eB. The inqufeat ac- 
cordingly stands adjourned.

Mr. llelmcken's objections at the second 
reading to tbe use of the word "ambig- 
uity" in tl-.e bill, lie ijnoted several 
English acts which began: "Whereas 
doubts have arisen," but said tliev did 
not use the word "(ambiguity." 

Hon. Attorney-General was very glad 
that M r, Helmcken ha4 come to his res- 
cue, for nothing fitted ttl* case betfter 
than those very acta Mr. Helmcken had 
ipioted, -Mr, Helmcken would find on 
relerence to the dictionary that an "am- 
biguity " was a "doubt, " and therefore 
the word ambiguity fitted the case ex- 
actly. 

The amendments were put and lost 
on a show of hands, by 17 to 6, and the 
bill was put througU' its third reading 
and passed. 

The Premier in moving the second 
reading of the Farmer's Institute Bill, 
said its object was to allow the farmers 
to co-onerate in a very aiihple and inex- 
pensive way and the bill \Pould tend to 
coiisolidato tbe farmers societies now in 
existance. Similar associations bad 
worked well in Ontario and Manitoba, 
tor after a trial of a number of years in 
both those provinces they luid been 
spoken of as very successful.

The complaint made by membera of

>) e oeg to call your attention to the fact 
that si. \ call men" are sleeping in the lire 
hilll; there are also four call men living 
within Hfty yards of the fire balls and can 
get to the tire hall and catch the 
apparatus as well as the ten jier- 
manent men, making twent}' liien 
all told. The other men reach the scene of 
the lire before the apparatus. During ibe 
day there arr' ten call men working witliin 
two blocks lit the lire hall and they can 
catch thu apparatus when an alarm comes 
in. 

Also there are a great number 
ot alarms that reach the lire hall 
by tele)ihone, and in that event the 
driver often hitches up before the alarm 
is sounded, thereby preventing the rail 
men Iroin catching the apparatus. In the 
event of this being a false alarm , the roll 
is called as soon as the rig stops. This ac- 
counts for the absentees at the roll call on 
the street at the stiiipotcd scene of the lire.

To this the Chief's reply in writing set 
forth, briefly summarized, that the roll 
was called by drivers in accordance with 
rules laid down by the lire wardens, as 
great difliculty was experienced ii 
lormer years when the foreman jier 
formed that duty. No roll call was re- 
quiied for the permanent men, as theii 
abstnce from a fire would be at once 
nottd. He mentioned that sometimes 
too many men crowded on the appar- 
atus, and advised some limit to be made. 
T'le north entrance to No. 1 ball was 
locked from 1(1 p.m to daylight, because 
there is no watch at that end of the ball, 
and evilly disposed persons might enter 
ami do damage. Some of tifu call men 
luifieed alauiiH and some of tlioso whose 
names were on the petition lived outside 
tlie lire limits. When a telephone alarm 
came in it was the duty of the driver in 
No. I hall to immediately pull in box (il 
before he hitches up, as a signal to llie 
call men. Two rolls were called, one 
when the apparatus is order home from 
a lire and another when the apparatus 
ia housed. Call men are fined when 
they are absent from the second roll-call 
without reasonable excuse. Under the 
(iresent system call men may answer the 
second roll-call without being at the fire 
at all. There is no line for missing lirst 
roll-call. Tlio alleged grievancea had 
been before former councils time and 
again, and his actions had always been 
endorsed. 

Assistant Chief Conlin spoke at length 
on the grievances set forth, and held 
it was ilcgrading to a foreman to have 
his name called by a driver, supposed to 
be his subordinate. Then he wanted 
the foremen to have the privilege of 
drilling their own men. 

To this Chief Deasy replied tfiat in the 
army the roll was not called by the cap- 
tain of the company but by a Hergeant, 
so it could not be degrading for a fore- 
man to have a driver call the roll. He 
had never had any request from Mi-. 
Conlin or any foreman for leave to drill 
the men. 

Foreman 1'^. Hinds of No. I company 
and W. Kendell agreed that the griev- 
ance was not against the chief but 
against the rules; they 'wanted the fore- 
man to.call the rolls. There was har- 
mony in the depaitment t;(nt!l this roll 
calling trouble began. 

The discussion then dragged v,carily 
through two houra, personal differences 
not infrequently appearing above the 
surface and the mayor's " sunny ways of 
conciliation " being time and again re- 
tiuired to avert trouble. When all waa 
said the complaints oroved very petty 
affaire— Assistant Chief Conlin hnd 
taken umbrage at a etatenient that 
the chief had said ho (the chief) 
only should be obeyed, Chief 
Peasy explaininf;' that - this was 
d in refer 



ate handling of apparatus ; Oallman Led- 
ingham complained that hebad"not been 
allowetl to ride in the. chiet'a buggy; 
Callinan Smith thought a fair excuee 
should discharge » fine for non-attend- 
anii?: and Callman WiUboIi thought the 
rolTwaa Called too ' sharply nftef the re- 
turn to give thoeo who walked a 
chance. It was pointed out that the 
wishes of all iiiigbt easily "oe met with 
reteionco to this roll call matter, and 
in closing the proceedings His Worship 
said there seemed to be a little personal 
feeling in the matter, and advised all 
concerned to try and dwell more in har- 
mony. He believed good would como of 
the investigation and", if personal feel- 
ings were sunk, what now appeared to 
some of them great grievances would dis- 
appear in an atmosphere of amiability.

It 
is recommended that he be given full 
power to deal with the Eubject during 
iiis term of office. The prompt passage 
of the senate bill with an amendment 
I)roviding for diplomatic negotiations, if 
necessary, therefore is recoimnended.
